. Taft and Spelling Reform. 

LOS ANGELES, March 8.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] Cannot you sug- 
gest some way of amending the Con- 
stitution so that Taft * remain in 
office as President for life, 
serve our English language from any 
more murderous cutting and hacking, 
such as his predecessor gave it? Some 


of us hardly thought that men from the- 


old colleges would labor to introduce the 
chopped-off and chopped-out spelling. 
Even the new Association of College 
Men of Southern California, in a circu- 
lar, follows Roosevelt in printing 
“thru” for through. It would be well 
worthy of the association in carrying 
out its announced purpose “to pay 
attention to the educational needs in 


city, county and State,.“ and to foster 


in a definite and practical way the ar- 
tistic side of the city's life,” to make 
a vigordts effort to reform the at- 
tempted reform of phonetic spellers. 
Though Roosevelt was ized the 


world over, as the personification of 


energy, there was truth in Punch’s pic- 
ture of him as a sriall bov attacking 
a century-old oak with a toy hatchet. 
There is still danger that, to save a 
comparatively trivial amount of man- 
ual work. the traditions, the history 
and the beauty of our language will be 
marred by some persistent attempts to 
cut down. its spelling. I believe that 
Harvard has not been tempted, by 
her pride in her son, to follow his or- 
thography, and I am sure that Yale 
has not; let us hope that no college 
which cares for the literary credit of 
America will. 

Even old Noah Webster, who is one 
of the very bright ornaments to the 
history of his college, Yale, and whose 
dictionary for a long time was, and 
possibly still is, the principal authority 


in this country, did some damage to 
the 


by hard mechanical 
changes in the spelling, which are, 
perhaps, somewhat characteristic of 
the early days of Yankee clocks and 
untrue stories about wooden nutmegs. 
Some writers, worthy of respect, will 
not follow him, but continue to write 
the word theatre as originally spelled 
in French and English, not theater, 
and centre, not center. here is noth- 
ing in the Greek and Latin derivation 
of these words, to justify such a 
change, and even if there were, their 
history, and that of some other words, 
is associated with the conquest of Eng- 
land by the Norman French, whose 
monks, lawyers, scholars and soldiers 
left traces th the language. Now that 
the United Stat s is beginning to be 
recognized, as never before, in the as- 
sociation of the older great nations, 
why should we give color to the idea 
that we are a people without rever- 
ence or fine sense, for anything but 
labor-saving machinery? Does not the 
history of England and of the * 
language belong to us, as well as to 
those who remain in the motherland?
